E v olu tion,” w ith a v iew of u rging 
the organization of a Board of C hild ­ 
re n’s G u ardians and a Ju v enile cou rt 
in R ash cou nty . 
Mr. B ogart is president of the Board 
of C hildren’s G u ardians in F rank lin 
-cou nty , and he ie deeply interested 
and 
enthu siastic 
on this su bject, 
especially since a great deal of good 
has 
been accom plished in F rank lin 
cou nty . 
Mr. B ogart is a deep 
think er and 
presented 
this 
s u b je c t-one of the 
mom entou s problems of the bu sy age— 
from both the psy chologically scien­ 
tific v iew point and from tha t of C hris­ 
tian du ty . 
He reinforced pertinent 
points of the lectu re 
by selections 
from his poems. 
Before introdu cing the real su bject, 
M r. B ogart ex plained the process of 
ev olu tion, in order to lead u p to the 
way s and means of sav ing children. 
H ered ity and 
env ironm ent are the 
« r e a t factors in natu re. 
In the ev o­ 
lu tion or enfoldm ent of the child life 
in its early stages there is the possi­ 
b ility of bending that life and d ire c t­ 
ing it in better channels by changing 
the env ironm ent, and thu s hereditary , 
traits can som etim es be largely ov er 
com e. 
He show ed w hat can be done 
by intelligent effort, citing the w on­ 
derfu l achiev em ents of L u ther B u r­ 
bank. 
A fter rev iew ing the progress of hu ­ 
m anity throu gh historical eras 
and 
show ing 
tha t 
ev olu tion 
indicates 
a y et higher dev elopm ent for the hu ­ 
m an race, the speaker ex plained the 
reform atory laws and ideas, the new 
m ethods inau gu rated in the m anner 
of treatm ent for crim es and crim inals, 
from the old idea of rev engefnlness 
and pu nishm ent. 
C rim inal, 
v iciou -i 
and u ndesirable traits in the hu man 
race can be to a great ex tent eradicated 
by Intelligent effort, thu s sav ing the 
S tate and the people a v ast ex pense 
in dealing w ith that elem ent a fte r­ 
wards. 
Wise laws hav e lately been 
placed 011 ou r statu te bocks to bring 
this abou t, and Indiana leads the way 
in this respect. 
The speaker them 
discu ssed the Indiana laws concerning 
c hild sav ing, ju v enile cou rts, etc , il­ 
lu stra ting the good accomplished bv 
c iting sev eral practical cases. 
I t is a fact that the general statu te 
1for 
form ing 
Boards of 
C hildren’s 
G u ard ians, as an adv isory arm of the 
cou rt, became a law in 1901, and y et 
in spite of the beneficence of this law, 
x ieariy one-fou rth of the State is not 
.y et organized and this, u nfortu nately , 
inclu des Ru sh 
cou nty . 
The 
entire 
sou theast corner of Ind iana has bu t 
one organized cou nty —Franklin. 
A Board of C hildren’s G u ardians is 
composed of three men and three w o­ 
men. all parents who are appointed by 
ithe ju dge of the cou rt in term time. 
Steps are being taken by some of 
<ou r citizens who hav e been interested 
by Mr. Bogart, to file an application 
before Ju d ge Sparks for the appoint­ 
m ent of a board and the organization 
♦of a ju v enile cou rt in theis cou nty . 
It is gratify ing to note that the able 
presentation of this lau dable step to 
higher and better social conditions by 
Mr. B ogart is already spu rring ou r 
people to place Ru sh cou nty where it 
belongs—in the forefront of all a d ­ 
v anced mov ement.

W arreu C arm ichael has presented 
Jabez Sm ith, cou rt hou se cu stodian, 
w ith tw o old relics which recall the 
pioneer day s of Ru sh cou nty , especi­ 
ally the history of the early cou rts. 
The relics referred to are tw o large 
key s, one to the first log ja il ev er 
erected in Ru sh cou nty and the other 
key som ew hat sm aller was the key to 
the second jail. 
The key to the first ja il is abou t 
fou rteen inches long and w ill weigh 
abou t six teen ou nces The sm aller one 
is abou t 
elev en inches 
in 
length 
and 
will 
weigh 
abou t 
thirteen 
ou nces. 
There are m any things of interest 
which these old key s bring back to 
the m ind of the older citizens. 
The 
larger key was the cu e which held 
Edw ard J. 
Swanson, the only man 
who ev er paid the ex trem e penalty of 
the law in R ash cou nty by an igno­ 
m iniou s death on the scaffold. 
It was at the A pril term of 
the 
cou rt in 1829 that Swanson was tried 
for the m u rder of Elish Clark, and 
being fou nd gu ilty , Swanson was sen­ 
tenced to be hanged by Ju dge B. 
F. 
Morris. 
The hanging took place near 
the alley at the rear of Rioh W ilson’s 
residence in N orth M ain street, one 
m onth after the m u rder. 
The hang­ 
ing was done by Bu ssol Glore. 
The old log ja il to which the large 
key belonged was bu ilt by R ichard 
Hacklem an on the norttheast corner of 
the pu blic squ are in 1828. 
It 
was 
sim ilar in shape to all the jails of the 
new cou nties, was most su bstantial, 
and bnt few, if any prisoners ev er 
escaped. 
The first ja ile r to nse the old key , 
now on ex hibition a t the 
sheriff’s 
room, was John Hay s, who after his 
term 
of office, 
mov ed to Hancock 
cou nty , where he became insane, and 
while 
try ing to 
escape from jail, 
where he was confined, by bnrning 
ou t he was him self consu med in the 
flames. 
The key s will be 
artistically a r ­ 
ranged on a cardboard and placed in 
the sheriff's room and w ill go to help 
make u p the mu seu m and art gallery .

London, Dec. 30.—The work of op en­

the grave of Thom as 
Charles 
Druce in Highgate cem etery to deter­ 
mine p rimarily w hether the coffin con­ 
tains the body of a man or, as has 
been asserted, a roll of sheet lead 
weighing some 
200 p ounds, was begun 
Sunday. 
Incidentally the clearing up 
of this m ystery will help m aterially 
the p rogress of the famous Druce case. 
The 
three-ton 
m onum ent 
which 
m arks the resting-p lace of the Druce 
family was removed by a score of 
workmen, who were p rotected from 
p ublic observation by a shed which 
had been erected around the burial 
sp ot. 
All of those in attendance at 
the op ening of the grave and the cof­ 
fin have been sworn to secrecy, so that 
the result of the investigation will not 
be known until the exp erts give evi­ 
dence at the p olice court. 
H erbert Druce, the defendant in the 
now famous case, is charged with com­ 
m itting p erjury by sw earing th a t his 
father, Thomas Charles Druce of the 
Baker Street Bazar, died Dec. 28, 1864, 
and that he saw the dead body p laced 
in a coffin and buried in Highgate 
cemetery. 
His nep hew, George Hol- 
lambly Druce, declares that this m ust 
be untrue, because T. C. Druce was in 
fact the fifth Duke of Portland, who 
lived until 1879 . 
T hat being so, 
George Hollambly Druce claims that 
he himself being the senior descend­ 
ant in the male line, is now the right­ 
ful heir to the Portland dukedom and 
to certain rich estates, the income of 
which is p laced at $1,500,000 a year, 
now held by Lord Howard De Walden.

friends claimed were one of his last 
hop es of recoup ing his fortunes, has 
been lost by ship wreck, and the steam ­ 
er Alp s, carrying both the groceries 
and Mr. Adler, and owned by Mr. Ad­ 
ler, is a total loss by the sam e wreck. 
By the m erest slip of chance, the in­ 
surance p olicy on the ship load of gro­ 
ceries was rendered worthless by fail­ 
ure of p remium p aym ent before the 
wreck. 
Misfortune has also dealt a blow at 
one of Mr. Adler’s closest friends, 
Moses Schwartz, a p rom inent New 
Orleans m erchant, who was with Mr. 
Adler on the Alp s, and whose foundry 
here went into receivership shortly 
after the steam er sailed.

Roots For Farm Animals. 
If roots are stored in a pit In the 
field a high, dry place should be cho­ 
sen. 
If the ground is clayey the roots 
should be placed on top of the ground. 
If it Is gravelly and drainage is good 
a shallow pit about five feet wide and 
of necessary length may be shoveled 
out. 
The roots should be carefully 
placed in a gabie shaped pile about 
five feet wide and as long as conven­ 
ient 
A thin layer of straw should 
then be laid over the pile and this cov­ 
ered with six to eight inches of earth. 
Another and thicker layer of straw 
and a final layer of earth will com­ 
plete the work.

American

Method s of Making . 
An expert and sk illful dairyman with 
the exercise of sufficient care should 
be able to present the buyer with the 
best quality of cheese. 
This is con­ 
firmed by the fact that the famous 
Cheddar cheese of England has been 
beaten in competition by American 
Cheddar, though made under entirely 
flifferent conditions. 
Occasionally we 
can find the so called Swiss, Edam 
mid Brie cheeses (which are made in 
various and distant localities) produced 
In this country’ fully equal In flavor to 
the foreign made article. 
But the average American method of 


is the separation of the whey from the 
curd. 
Our dairyman does not draw 
off the whey until some acidity is 
shown, when it is drawn off and the 
curd Is left to drain and cool. 
This 
Is the point which requires sk ill and 
experience, as the formation of the 
acid has to be regulated to a nicety, as 
heat develop's the acidity and cold re­ 
tards it. 
The famous English Cheddar cheeses 
mentioned above are never allowed to 
be sold until three months after being 
made and for the first few days are 
bandaged and k ept in a cheese room 
(temperature G5 degrees) and turned

If milk is put in a pitcher or other 
open vessel it should be covered with 
a damp cloth, and with the end of 
this cloth placed In a vessel of water 
the evaporation from it will continue 
and assist in k eeping the milk cool.

A Silo Story. 
This little story was told by an In­ 
diana dairyman in representing the 
Importance of the silo to the farmer: 
“Compelling the cow to eat dry fodder 


Thoroughly clean the udder by rub­ 
bing with a piece of linen. 
Wash the 
hands thoroughly before milk ing. 
Let 
the udder be quite dry before you be­ 
gin to milk . 
Milk with dry hands. 
Seize the teats with the whole hand. 
Keep a gentle pressure 011 the udder. 
Milk as fast as you can and never 
cease work ing until the milk is wholly 
drawn. 
Don’t strain the teat beyond 
Its natural length. 
Sonic bacteria are of great value to 
numerous branches of the dairy in­ 
dustry, but the man who desires to de­ 
liver his cream in good coudition must 
look upon them all as enemies. 
He 
must so far as possible k eep the milk 
and cream and the bacteria separate to 
prevent disease, contamination and fer­ 
mentation. 
One big mistak e is often made in 
erecting silos. 
The majority are built 
too large. 
Better build two or even 
more, so as to enable you to use 
enough out in a day to prevent it 
from souring. Never 
t r f to save $100 
on a silo by cheap construction and 
lose instead $200 w’orth of badly need­ 
ed feed. 
Before a cow that has been well 
bred—that Is, has come from a good 
cow and a pure bred, prepotent sire— 
Is condemned be sure that she has 
reached maturity and that she has had 
a full year of good, abundant feed. 
If you are feeding the calves sk im 
milk , either w*eigh or measure their 
feed with a cup. If you feed by guess, 
don’t expect your calves to thrive. Get
